2. Claims under examination are 20, 22-27, 29 & 31-34. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior- Office action. 

4. Rejection of claims 21 & 34 (see items 5 of office action of June 02, 2003) is 
moot for cancelled claim 21 and it is withdrawn for now amended claim 24. 

Rejection of claim 20 under 35 USC 1 02 (b) (see item 8 of the same office 
action) is now withdrawn. 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. There is no support in the specifications at page 3, 
lines 8 -14 for "consisting essentially of. 

7. Claims 20 and 24 -27, 29 & 31-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Auhorn et al (US 4908240). 
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8. Claims 22-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Auhorn et al (US 4908240) as applied to claim 20 above, and further in view of 
Yoshimura et al (US 6171381) and JP11279203. 

Please refer to prior office action for these rejections. 

9. Applicant's arguments filed October 1 7, 2003 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Though claim 20 as amended now, recites "consisting essentially 
of for the sizing agent, it is submitted that this recitation fails exclude additional 
moieties disclosed by Auhorn since no factual evidence has been furnished by the 
applicants to establish that the moieties to be excluded alter the basic & novel 
characteristics of the (claimed) sized agent. 

Applicants argument are therefore not persuasive to obviate the rejections of 
claims as cited above.
